delayed longer than is absolutely 
necessary 
to 
adjust 
conditions 
arising from

continuance of his service. 
Member of Syndicate 
Collier is a member of a syndi­ 
cate owning large citrus acreage 
identified with the Red Fox or­ 
chards and he stated today that 
he felt that his personal interest 
in the m anagement of the citrus 
association Justified severance of 
his present relations with the city. 
J. D. Spennetta. w^io has been 
m anager of Red Fox orchards for 
many years, has resigned his posi­ 
tion and the resignation has been 
accepted by the board cf directors.

themselves 
as to w hether they will return to 
the old method of handling city 
business under the plan of a coun­ 
cilman at the head of each depart­ 
ment or whether they will con­ 
tinue the city m anagership form 
and appoint a successor to Collier.

Mathews picked at It with his 
pocket knife and replied that It 
was. 
Dennison then placed a tumbler 
of w ater before Coroner Frank A.

stirred the water, which had taken 
on a reddish, muddy hue and it 
was observed that the serpentine 
had dissolved.

is leisurely calm, as though he were 
on a perennial week-end

country.” 
Mr. Erskine talks in the Jr gest 
lecture hall at Columbia, but un­ 
fortunately there are no halls quite

There was some talk at the Havana conference about Canada 
becoming an independent nation and severing Itself from Great 
Britain. 
This is not to be understood as a slap against Great Britain, 
in fact It wa# said to have the approval of the British people. 
There are many advantages connected with Canada’s being 
an independent American country. 
It is already a world power 
and is undoubtedly able to stand on its own bottom. 
It might take over the British Isle possessions in the Western 
Hemisphere, such as Bermuda and Jamaica. 
And there might be other advantages In casting its lot defi­ 
nitely with the Western American Republics. 
The relations between Canada and the United States have 
always been pleasant, in the fact the long boundary line between 
the two countries has been much exploited as having no fortifi­ 
cations or other military defenses connected with it. 
The United States has no desire to take over Canada, and 
Canadians, apparently, have no desire to become a part of the 
United States. 
The arrangement to make Canada an Integral factor of the 
western hemisphere might have an Interesting effect upon the 
Monroe doctrine, for Canada might be of great assistance to the 
United States in maintaining that doctrine. 
The Latin American countries of South America do not want 
to see Jamaica and other European owned possessions taken over 
by the United States, but perhaps they would have no objection 
to admitting Canada into the Pan-American union and allowing 
her to assume possession of the British Colonial possessions In 
this hemisphere. 
The repreRentative of the United States naturally do not care 
to speak upon this matter, nor to urge It. 
They do not wish to 
take part In a discussion that Is none of their business, but the 
sentiment of the conference was probably In favor of the move­ 
ment. 
Julio Garcia, chief of the Mexican delegStlon, as well as Mr. 
Roa and other Mexicans, and Mr. Vlldosa, the Chilean delegate, 
said they would heartily support the admission of Canada and, 
Mr. Garcia added: “It makes no difference what political status 
Canada has, she is just as free and actually Just as sovereign 
as any country belonging to the Pan-American Union."
